Welcome to CLEM, with the opening of these pages you are entering the world 
of EM. I use the initals EM to stand for much more than so called ‘electronic 
music', Many people seeing those two words have a definite idea of what the 
music will sound like but as your soon to find out EM 4s much more than bee- 
dee-bop-bop-bwang! CLEM lists everything from new classical works, computer 
music, avant garde, eurock, industrial, improvisational, new wave, meditative, 
new age and in general independent music. Within these very loose classifica- 
tions CLEM lists records, tapes, distributors and mailorder houses, magazines, 
fanzines, radio stations,organizations and any other contact that would be of 
interest to a listener of EM. 

As there are now hundreds of contacts listed in GLEM it is easy to see that 
they will not interest everyone. CLEM is not an entertainment magazine, it is 
meant to be used as a tool. I suggest you sit down one evening and read it 
cover to cover, keep a pen handy and mark those contact that interest you. 
Then go back and contact these people marking right in CLEM that you've writ- 
ten them. Nake sure to go back over CLEM every so often and check out a few 
more contacts, the more people you write to the more music and knowledge 
you'll gain. 

If you got this far I hope you'll stick with me to the end of this editor- 
ial. From here I've divided it up into ideas that should be discussed. So sit 
back, pour yourself another tea and enjoy. 


Sending info to CLEM 

I get on the average 10 pieces of mail a day, and I expect this will incr- 
ease. I've a good filing system and address card index with lots of cross 
references but still I recieve letters or parcels that I can't connect with 
the sender. Always please enclose a full return address and your last name. 
This is really important for foreign letter. If your being listed in CLEM 
indicate if you want to be listed under a company name or your name. Letters, 
catalogues and flyers in foreign languages are no problem. I'm getting pretty 
good at deciphering the info, Peter Moser (Alien Soundtracks) speaks German, 
French I can get translated and the rest I can go to a libary and work on. 
Also don't apologize for writing me in poor english, as long as you get the 
message across that's the important thing. If you can speak better english 
than you can write then send me a talking cassette. Most contacts send me the 
info and I write up their pieces for CLEM. If there's something specific you 
want printed in CLEM just note it. Also if your telling me something which 
is not to be printed note that also. And finally I'm not a great writer so 
I can't complain but if I can't read it, I don't print it. 


How to use CLEM 

As said in the first part CLEM is a tool, open it up throughout the year, 
write in it, pass it onto friends, (or get them to buy a peoy, photocopy it, 
or spill your coffee on it. If you do use parts of CLEM in your own magazine 
or fanzine great. there is no copyrights but please acknowledge CLEM as the 
info source. If you make your own music and your just decided to sell a tape 
CLEM can help. If you've the money make up a demo tape and information sheet 
and send them off to magazines and radio station that deal in your type of 
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music. Make sure that things like address, price (local and international), , 
method of payment, type of cassette for sale, and information about you are 
clear and concise. I know artists like to be artistic but make sure people 
world wide can read the information. If your like most artist and a bit short 
in the money department then just send the info sheet saying that those that 
responed get the music. It not wrong to even ask for some help with paying 

for the costs. You may loose some publicity this may but the people that do 
write you will be interested. If your a distributor I'm sure you'll find a 

few new artists in CLEM who's product should be in your catalogue. Finally 

if your a lover of EM then plan to loose your life savings. Actually it's 
hoped that CLEM will save you money or atleast get you more value for your 
record buying dollars. What I suggest is first off buying some of the maga- 
zines that caters to your tastes in EM. At the same time get some of the 
mailorder catalogues from both local and foreign distributors. Find the music 
you like, find out who's got the best price (service and reliability are import- 
ant) and away goes your money. Any suggestions or helpful criticism on how to 
make CLEM useful is alway welcome. 


Money and Mailing 

I'd like to put out a few ideas on the subject of money and payment of 
such, CLEM deals world wide in the avea of alterna‘ive music and media, 
Therefore money is constanly being transfered between countries and this can 
be a problem. When paying for catalogues and information an IRC or two will 
do. IRC stands for International Reply coupon which you purchase at the post 
office. These pay for return postage in any country in the world. If the cost 
of your transaction is only a few dollars I suggest using United States one 
dollar bills. The US money is easyly transferable and I suggest keeping a 
bundle handy for purchaseing cheaper tapes and magazines. Once your payment 
is over say $8 US the use of a money order is best. If your ordering within 
the same country some people do take personal cheques but money orders are 
easyer to cash. Always make sure they are made out to the right person or 
company. (Cheques made out to me should read ‘Alex Douglas - CLEM'). 

If possible send the money order in the currency of the recieving country. 

US cheques or money orders sent to Canada cost me one dollar to cash. 
Personally US postal money orders are OK. One solution to the money problem 

4s exchange. Myself I'd much rather trade a CLEM subscription for a record, 
tape or magazine from Europe, Australia or Japan. Plus most artists trade their 
product or service for CLEM subscriptions. So remember if your asking for info 
send an IRC, make sure money orders are made out correctly, and always keep 

a record of you purchases. That way if something goes wrong and it will, it 
can be sorted out a lot faster. 

A word on mailing and related costs. You'll note in CLEM that some contacts 
list their product's price and then a postage and handleing fee, while others 
list the price of the product for local, same continent, world wide. I think 
the second method is best unless you sell a lot of product. If you see a foreign 
record locally at a high price and decide to order it from the country of 
origin be careful to add in these costs, postage and handleing, money order 
charge, customs duties and taxes, sometimes it's not such a good deal. Finally 
a word on packaging. You can never do enough of it. With record don't use the 
thin cardboard mailers they sell in the UK, I've had three broken records 
because of those mailers. Always use corogated cardboard and seal all seams. 
Cassettes are a lot easyer but can still get the cases broken, and remember 
four to eight weeks is not a long time in the mail business. 
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Me Personally (and thank-yous) e 

Some have asked who's CLEM, how many people work in the office, what's 
the corporate structure. Well don't be disillusioned but it's me, myself 
and I, with lots of help from my friends at Alien Soundtracks and CITR. 
I work out of my appartment with a desk, a filing cabinet and a type- 
writer that's getting wornout. CLEM is a labour of love and to keep food 
on the table I've a job in the ski industry. I work during the winter as 
the suporviser of a ski rental shop and during the summer I'm the first 
aid attendent at a summer ski camp. I've been doing this for the last 7 
years and it's a very rewarding life, no money just peace of mind and 
good people to work for. My only claim to fame is being a work-aholic and 
yes I know I'm a rotten speller and I'm working on it. Other than my taste 
in music and art especially industrial EM I'm as normal as they come. Now 
for the thank-yous, to Anne Goodwyne and Vivien Vezina who did a 1/3 of the 
typing each I thank-you, CLEM would not happen if they didn't help. To 
Peter Moser, Ivan Evanoff, Peter Marter and Mark Mushet my radio friends, 
thanks for all your help, especially to Peter who started Alien Soundtracks 
and has a great knowledge of the EM scene. To the Record stores in Vancouver 
who help with publicity and keep me informed. To the contacts who do more 
than their share of sending me music, I hope I've returned the favor. And 
finally to my ski working buddies, who think I'm completely crazy but still 
put up with me and my music, The amazing art work is Ivan's, a big thanks! 


Subscriptions 

This is the 3rd year now for CLEM. It's been growing in leaps and bounds 
and has changed a few times but I'm sure its found its nitch. CLEM will be 
published twice a year. In March-April of each year all contacts will ackn- 
owledge their existence and inform CLEM of any new info, Then in May a major 
edition will be printed. In October of each year any changes to that info 
plus new contacts will be printed in the CLEM Oct. Update. A subscription 
at the moment is valid for 3 issues of CLEM. If you've subscribed to CLEM 
you will note the subscription chart on the cover that tells you where your 
subscription stands. I'll be using the reverse side of the respones card 
for my new address file system so everyone must respone or they will not 
recieve CLEM. Also make sure the address is completely correct. All money 
sent should be bank money ordersmade in Canadian funds or postal money 
orders in Canadian or US funds.

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The Real Editorial ***It's important that you read this *** 

The time has come to re-evaluate CLEM. For 3 years I've been sending out 
letters requesting info and putting this info into CLEM at no charge. What 
I asked for in return was to be kept informed of the contacts activities 
and some of their product or service, equal in value to a CLEM subscription. 
Many people agreed that this is a good deal and sent me records, tapes and 
magazines for review in CLEM and airplay on Alien Soundtracks. Magaines sent 
me free copies or returned the publizity CLEM gave them by promoting CLEM 
in their mag. But there are those who don't andthaté my delema. Do I cont- 
inue to put non-participating contacts in CLEM and loose time and money 
better spent on participating contacts or don't put them in CLEM. This 
would destroy the ideals of CLEM by not listing all info of interest to 
EM listeners. If your a subscriber, are you willing to pay a higher fee 
so as to get all the info? Or is CLEM already too big? As a contact who 
keeps me informed and send product, is it fair that you do all the work 
but these people get the same listing. As a contact who's not playing the 
game, WHY? Is CLEM not useful? Are you to busy? Maybe you didn't want the 
publicity in the first place. 

The ideals of CLEM were and are to keep an uptodate listing of all those 
active in the independent EM world. Hopefully CLEM would have become infor- 
mative enough that subscription fees will pay for production and research. 
This is not happening as 50% of CLEM subscribers are contacts. Therefore 
contacts will now be expected to pay the subscription fee in monies or 
product, if they want to see their listing in CLEM. The subscription 
chart on the cover will tell you where you stand. If you disagree with my 
rating of you please write and we'll sort it out. And to those you are act- 
ive, who do participate, I thank you from the bottom of my heart. 

***IMPORTANT*#** I will be using the addresses from the backs of the 
questionairs to create a new address card file system. Therefore let it be 
knowen that if you don't respond you won't be on the mailing list. There 
will be no exceptions! I've done my part now you do yours, It will only take 
a minute. 

CLEM will continue! it may have its ups and downs and with this issue 
and the reaction to it, decisions as to weather I continue to increase CLEMs 
scope or cut back because of poor response will be made. Inactivity has 
killed other independent works in the past, it won't stop CLEM, it may 
change CLEM but as I said CLEM will continue. 


That's it for this issue of CLEM. It's been a struggle to get the last 
few items of CLEM done but tomorrow it's the printers problem. It's a lot 
bigger than even I imagined. I'll be busy during June-July but have lots 
of time in Aug to read your letter and hopefully dwell over the ideas you'll 
give me on how CLEMcan help you.

"The Union of Sound Synthesists, set 
up here to Fight a Musicians’ Union call for a ban on 
synthesizers is launching a campaign aimed at developing the 
whole field of computer-synthesizer engineering. It will 
look into schools, radio stations, record dealers, and 
musical instrument retailers in an overview analysis taking 
in educational facilities, playlists, retail] sales, and 
general service for synthesizers. This campaign has been 
prompted by results of a year-long survey carried out by 
ESSP, the USS coordinating body. Results from the survey 
show that many schools pass off synthesizers either as 
“toys" or as "too complicated". It goes on to say that 
musical instrument retailers are selling synthesizers "like 
goods in a self-service supermarket", that radio stations 
ignore all but the shortest and most commercial synthesizer 
recordings, and that dealers do not stock an adequate selec- 
tion of books or records concerning electronic instruments.
